The Poet Laureate of the Em- 
Pire, ns Joseph Rudyard Kipling 
may fairly be described. was cs- 
sentially cosmopolitan, In his 
youth a dolineator of Angto-Indian 
fe, he made all lands and peoples 
his own. He was aducated at the 
United Services College, Westward 
Ho! (immortalised in “Stalky and 
Co.”"), established the beginning 
of his reputntion on the borders 
of Afghanistan, lived for some 
years In’ America, returned to Eng- 
land, went out to South Africa 
during the Transvaal War, spent 
some time at sea, and exceeded the 
majority of contemporary writers 
in the extent of his travels, 

, His mother was Alice Mac- 
_pDonald, a daughter of the Rev. J. 
B. MacDonald. a famous Wesleyan 
preacher in the early part of the 
century. His father, John Lock- 
wood Kipling, CuLE., was also the 
son of a Wesleyan preacher. Kip- 
ling’a father went to Bombay as 
Professor of Architecture’ and 
Sculpture fn the School of Art. 
And ao It came fbout that Rud- 
yard Kipling was{born tn Bombay 
Mpolitan city of 


No Prodigy At School. 
At school Kipling was by no 


unusual name, by-the way, was 
bestowed upon him because Rud- 
yard Lake had provided many 
halycon spots for lovers’ meetings, 
and so Mr. and Mrs. Kipling 
named the boy after the place they 
loved best. 

When Rudyard Kipling was 17, 
a nervous, short-sighted boy who 
had early shown algns of literary 
ability, his father decided that he 
had had .enough of schooling and, 
on the: Civil and Military Gazette 
at Lahore in India, he secured an 
appointment for his son, and the 
boy began his journalistic career 
as a sub-editor. Lahore was the 
acene of “The City of Dreadful 
Night”, the work which first called 
attention to the young sub-editor’s 
remarkable powers. 

In 1885, some versos which were 
the jolnt product of himself and 
his) sister were published at 
Lahore,’ under the title of 
“Echoes”. These echoes were 
paradies of populur ~ poems and 
attracted little attention until by 
his “Departmental Ditties” Kipling 
became better known. “Plain 
Tales From the Hilts" also appear- 
ed in the Gazette. In 1889, the 
proprictors of the paper commis- 
sioned him to go round the. world, 
an errand which was very much 
to his taste, and provided “him 
with a great deal of experience for 
kis future work. 


Speedy Recognition 
- The r@ognition of Kipling ‘and 
of the power and originality of his 
‘work was unusually spaedy, and 
when it was realised in a wide 
circle that an‘authentic genius had 
arisen to record-. and illuminate 
some of the many phases of Em- 
pire, the recognition accorded was 
thorough and the whole Emplre 
awoke to his call... No‘ ons was 
moro” fully aware of Kipling’s 
genius and its relation to the times 
than Mr. Joseph.

When Alfred Austin died, Klp- 
ling should. have been made Poet 
Laureate, but his line “More's to 
the Widow at Windaor” had never 
been forgiven. Yet, unofficially, 
he cheerfully filled the position 
for, as In the Transvaal War, or 
when the necessity arose for such 
a petition as “Lest We Forget", 
the British Empire could not com- 
plain that its best asplrations 
lacked a true and just expresston, 
phrased incislvely, in the lines of 
the ‘greatest .of the patriotic 
writers of his ‘day. 

Kipling has been accused of 
leading a solitary life at Rotting- 
dean, Brighton, and at Burwash, 
but os the alternative meant being 
overwhelmed by’ sightseers from 
all over the world, he was fully 
entitled to take such measures as 
he saw fit to secure for himself 
some measure of seclusion. 

_ He was readily recognised by 
reason of his pronounced. “Indian 
complexion", the tenseness of. his 
features—a common sign of long 
sojourn tn the East—a “jungly” 


walk, a bristling moustache, and, 
even when they went out of 
fashion, the plain knickers and

Nobel Prize For Peace 

His ‘only son, to whom he was 
greatly attached, was killed in 
action in the Great War, when he 
was scarcely 19. In all other 
respects things went well for 
Rudyard Kipling, in whom good 
health, once threatened bya ter- 
ible attack of pneumonia, and 
strong common sense went hand in 
hand with genius. 

It was an interesting comment 
on the contention of those who 
insisted that the Ideas of Kiplifig 
made for war that in 1907 he. was 
awarded the Nobel Prize for 
Peace. 

Of all writers He was probably 
the most accurate in technical 
matters, “McAndrew's Hymn" 
gives us the very rhythm = and 
working of the engine room, and 
he revelled with a sure touch in the 
technicalities of the Navy. He 
was quite as prophetic with re- 
gard to mechanical developments 
ag Mr. Wells, and .his vision- of 
the airship liner from Bombay 
gliding to on anchoring mast at 
the G.P.O. |s very near to realisa- 
tion. 

“They tell me”, wrote Robert 
Louis Stevenson ecstatically, “that 
one Rudyard Kipling fashioned 
Mulvaney.

Whenever Shakespeare allows his own per- 
sonality to breuk through in one of these grand soliloquics that 
add so much to the value of the plays as'literature without help- 
ing on the action of the drama, we find that:at all stages of his 
life he was pondering over the great question of the meaning of 
life. “There's a divinity that shapca our ends, rough hew them 
as we may.” Another time he sees to what base uses may the 
greatest of us come, when our clay is used to stop a hole to keep 
the wind away, on the lines of the old Greek dream of:the Furies 
who avenge the ostentation of the man who comes to believe that 
he is not as other men are. Surely it must have been Puck who 
pulled the marionette strings to arrange thet when ‘‘the Old 


‘| Buddha” encouraged the Boxers to drive the foreign devils out 


of China and cast forth the encroaching ideas of Western civili- 
sation, her action should lead to a carefully-administered fund 
which should set apart a vote for sending 24 of the cleverest 
young Chinese to proceed to England to complete their education 
and pick up all the most recent improvements -in scientific pro- 
cesses and all the newest theories, 

The applications for grants from the Fund now come from 
every part of China, and a list of them would almost give an in- 
ventory of the useful work ‘that is being planned or executed 
by the most enlightened lenders of the modern movement. It is 
safe to say that every recipient is a Government or company that 
is adding to the permanent wealth of the country, for. nothiny is 
more needed: than railway communicationg that will enable the 
farmer to find markets for his crops, to say nothing of the value 
of easy communication in fighting the ravages of famine. Of 
equal-importance is‘ the river conservancy work, which alono 
would take all the surplus capital available for many-years. 

The National Central Library will perhaps be just as impor- 
tant from the cultural point of view as railways and river control 
It is well known that much of the work of the 
old scholars has been in great danger. Young China has broken 
free from any such menace. It has often happened that after a 
period of innovation regret for destruction of the old has super- 
vened, and in China’s own history there is an instance in point. 
Many modern investigators would give all their goods for the 
privilege of delving into the documents that were sacrificed to 
an impulsive Imperial decree. It is a good thing that steps 
should be taken to prevent a repetition of -such loss, even if the 
grent encyclopacdic rolla should do little more than accumulate 
dust for a generation or two. 

The great exhibition now showing in London js 4 revelation 
of something more than the treasures of art that have been lent 
by the Nanking Government. It is also a proof of the enormous 
value of the national treasures that have gravitated to Europo 
and America, whence come many of the most interesting items: 
How they got there would make a serics-of fascinating stories, 
some of which would tax Sherlock Holmes himself to unravel. 
Our own British Museum has been criticised for keeping the Elgin 
marbles that were bought long ago in a less scrupulous age, but 
there is some force in the reply that in modern Athens, with its 
revolts and sieges and bombardments, they would have had no 
security comparable with the peaceful silence of Bloomsbury. 
Anyhow it is a good instinct that rare works of gerilus ought to 
be safeguardtd for the countries that have created them, 


There are two lacunae in the list of grants that scem to in- 
dicate that Hong Kong has, as usual, been forgotten or neglected. 
The large grant for scholarships for “Universities in China” doca 
‘not mention any grant in ald of the chronic impecuniosity of our 
own University. . Surely all the circumstances ‘indicate that a 
little bargaining might be very effective.

Mr. Hu Han-min has ‘had a 
picturesque and stormy political 
career, a short account of which 
is given below. 

EDUCATED IN JAPAN 

A native of Pun Yue, a district 
near the city of Canton, Mr. Hu 
Han-min recoived his education 
in Japan and graduated at the 
Tokyo Law University. 

Aftor graduation, ho proceeded 
to Singapore, where he- started 
tho Sun 3fan Yat Pao (New 
Press), This journal waa aimi{lar 
to the Afing. Pao, on which ho had 
provioualy served as editor, and 
was mainly to secure the support | 
of the overseas Chinese nationals 
in revolting against the Emporor 
of China. . 

In tha year 1006, Mr. Hu ac- 
companied the late Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen back to China, and was.ap- . 
pointed acting Governor of the 
province of Kwangtung, and con- 
currently ' secretary-in-chlef to 
the Iate Dr. Sun. 

GOVERNOR OF KWANGTUNG 

Owing to the fallure of the first 
attempted revolution, Dr. Sun ro- 
signed from his temporary post 
of Proatdent, and ‘Mr. Hu return- 
ed to Canton, this timo to become 
Governor of Kwangtung, This 
was towards the latter end of the 
second year of the Republic. 

He took an active part in the 
second revolution a year later, 
but had to fleo for his lifa- to 
Japan owing to ita failure, fn 
Japan he corresponded with the 
leadors in China and abroad and 
also. organised. revolutionary’ 
groups wherever ho went. Thren 
years later ho returned: to China, 
In the year 1919, he. was once 
again forced to flee for hia life 
and cacaped to Shanghai, whero 
he was in hiding for over ‘12 
months.. There ho also did active 
work for the success of the re- 
volution, and on tho successful | 
overthrow of the Emperor in 
April, 1921,:when the Inte Dr. 
Sun became President of the Re-. 
public of China, he: was able to — 
come out of hiding. His troubles, 
however, were not ' yet over, for 
in the next year he was once again

(FVHERE oro few ‘things moro 

marked in man than his in- 
stinctive response to the cal! of 
tho herd, for man is known as o 
gregarious animal, highly senai- 
tive to the hord-suggostion, Tha 
wolf pack works as-a whole and 
by so doing is moro cffcctive for 
the catching and killing 
proy than o single wolf could 
hope to he. Whon we considor 
human societies wo find a. similar 
Interdependence of individuals. 
The crowd is the primitive herd 
in action, Tho individual throws 
himeolf inte the work of o par- 
ticular herd. 

It is always fnteresting to note 
the reasons which lead mon t2 
unite, and to traco thp causes and 
consequences of thelr ‘combined 
action. In looking, over the past, 
one fs bound to see that as a rule 
men combine elthor in self-dof- 
once or in attack, the unconscious 
motive bolng to dofend or to op- 
pose someone or something. 
Politically wo seo them sinking 
their individuality in united ac- 
tion undor party colours. Econo- 
mically we firi@ labour combining 
against capital, and capital unit- 
tng to oppose labour. In the reo- 
Mgious world we find Protestant 
and Catholic, Anglican and Non- 
conformist and so on; and In 
every case they have combined to 
oppose similar combinations who 
do not act as they act, or think 
as they think. 

Return To Type 


The more extreme they have 
become in thought, word or deed 
the greater has. been tho ten- 
dency to return to type, and be- 
come governed by primitive herd- 
instinct, and the result has too 
often heen the awakening of the 
blood-lust and the slaughter of 
the innocents. If you will take 
the trouble to look at the records 
of the world's so-called brothar- 
hoods you will find vary few thet 
are not stained with blood. His- 
tory is just the record of the riso 
and fall of successive combina- 
tions of men, temporarily united 
by a common opposition to some- 
one or something; and too often 
they have met under the banner 
of fraternity. In the name of 
liberty, of equality, of religion, 
of nationality such brothorhoods 
have come into being.

Yet 
that [ttle band of brothers soak- 
ed their hands'{n the blowed of 
France, while they themselves 
were soon to perish through an- 
other band of brothers led by 
Robespierre, a man “without an 
{den in his head or a feeling in 
his heart.” A Gospel! of brother- 
hood, a3 Carlyle sald, “not ac- 
cording to any of the four ovange- 
Ists, but according to a new fifth 
evangelist, Jean Jacques Rous- 
sonu”—a very different thing. 


Passions Of The Pack 


Woll, ovor a hundred yoars 
havo passed, and still wo soe the 
samo attempt to cumbino in or 
der to oppose, and red_ brother- 
hoods have arisen all around us 
on tho slightest provocation. We 
have seen the Ruasian Revolu- 
tion, and the Sinn Fein move- 
ment in Ireland, While the paa- 
sions of the pack prevalled, there 
was not the faintest poasibilitv 
of hope. 

History can show no groater 
failure than the failure of red 
brotherhoods, © Néwhere _ have 
they permanently succeeded. Thr 
great reason is that they have 
been founded upon the primitive 
herd-instinct. It has moved ir 
the pack In order te fight some- 
one or something just as their 
ancestors did in days long since 
gone by. What the world needs 
to-day is an entire change In the 
motives which bring men toge- 
ther, so that real brotherhooc 
may prevail. 

This is where Christianity steps 
in. It holds out a motive for 
brotherhood which has never yet 
had ‘a fafr chance. Man, it as- 
sorts, is something more than u 
mere ‘fighting animal, and no 
unity can Inst which has fits orl- 
gin in the: fighting Instinct alone. 
As Benjamin Kidd, in his “Sclence 
of Power,” has reminded us, wo 
live in a “world of revolution, of 
sinking temples, of falling idols, 
of darkening skies under which 
‘the gods of force huddle towards 
vast Armageddons muttering ‘We 
know not fear. Yet through It 
all there runs a sense of new 
eras, of new values, of widening 
horizons, of more spacious Ideals.” 
Tt is the more spacious ideal of 
human Jrotherhood which ~ we 
need to-day. 

Herd-Instict Not Enough 


Brotherhood founded on the 
herd-instinct is not enough to en- 
sure the production of the high- 
ost type of life. All too frequent- 
ly it has stood for the binding to- 
gether of a. body of men and. 
while opposition is casentlal to 
the overthrow of evil, yet a bro- 
therhood ‘founded. for that pur- 
pose alone can only: last so long 
as thore is: something -to oppose. 
It 1s never permanent, nor is it 
ideal. Thereforo thore $s. 0 cai! 
for o moro spacious ideal of 
brotherhood, founded upon higher 
and finer. motives than those 
which have: drawn ‘men togethtr 
in tht past, for history has prov- 
ed to all-thinking men that the 
red broth¢gheod can never por 
minently rule the world. 

* Wo neod positive and construc- 
tive motives for our coming  to- 
gether. A brotherhood may be 
as solfish.as the individual. In 
fighting for its-rights it may In- 
flict innumerable wrongs. ) 
brotherhood which ‘is. not shot 
through and through with a great 
faith, a great hope and:a great 
charity can have any lasting in- 
fluence upon the-world.

Sir.—Honestly, I am no Jover of 
controversy; but since Mr. G. H. 
Gandy han made a mis-statement 
jn your innuc of January 12 in 
regard to the pretty pictures of 
the Iast century, to the effect that 
“Truth and Honesty were sncrificed 
in favour of qualities merely 
plensing to the eye” which has be- 
trayed my conscience, I fee) oblig- 
ed to give my further comments 
on the matter. 4 

No one who has had a knowledge 
of the history of Art can fail to 
recollect the prominence of the 
Pre-Raphaelites during the Jast 
century, to whom I presume Mr. 
Gundy refers. So let us consider 
for m moment whether in any of 
the pictures of the Proe-Raphaelites 
_-or, for. that matter, the pretty 
pictures of any other painters of 
the Inst century which Mr, Gandy 
says, were popular and eminently 
snlenble—truth and honesty were 
nacrificed in favour of tho qualities 
he refera to O85 merely pleasing the 
eye. On the contrary, we find that 

‘in these pictures sheer truth and 
honesty were insisted on. The point 
jn that paintera of the last cen 
tury elaborate every detall in their, 

* pictures £0 as to kill the very apirit 
of their Art. The puperficial de- 
taj) in this type of pictures no 


doubt pleases the eye of the lay 4 


_ spectator for the moment, but the 
Japre of time proves that auch ‘Js 
not the kind of Art that ves. 


Aestheticsp—I dare not any 
benuty—in Art are not accidental 
but imperative. The ordinary 
eriterian of beauty 18 perceived by 
ordinary people cannot be confus- 
ed to be the acathetics ne accepted 
by an artist who has trained his 
eye to see beauty beyond that. 

Discussing the question of 
beauty the other day with a friend 
of. mine who happens to be a 
doctor, he told me that he had 
acen what he considered to be 
the most beautiful thing during 
his medical study in America a 
few yeara ago. He referred to the 
flesh of a negress’s corpse which 
was In process of being dissected 
in a mortuary that he happened 
to attend. 1 pointed out to him 
that I could not agree that there, 
wan any beauty in it, since it was 
nothing but the flesh of a gorpse. 
Henee it can be clearly seen that 
it in all a question of persona] con- 
ception of beauty from the point 
of view of its rightness. 


In conclusion, let me plead that 
there is nothing to criticise about 
Epstein’s “Genesis.” In atudying 
a work of Art Ike this we muat 
not be prejudiced by merely de- 
manding beauty from something 
ugly in the common sense, which 
jn absurd. For my own part, I 
think that if a charming lady 
patron commissioned Epstein to 

_ make a bust of. heraclf and Epstein 
produced a bust far from charm- 
ing but like the tyne of “Genesis,” 
then we would have something to 
criticise. Notwithstanding any- 
thing that has been sald and done 
in favour of or against the statue, 
it bas yet to wait for generations 
to decide whether it will be any 
longer a masterpiece or merely a 
stone of wasted effort.

PROMINENT POSTS 

In 1926 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the Central Executive 
Yuan and returned to China to 
become Chairman of the Nanking 
Nationalist Government in 1927. 
which was followed by the re- 
aignation of General Chiang Kai- 
shek. In 1928 he became State 
Councillor to the ‘National Gov- 
ernment and, with a few Govern- 
meot officials, accampanied Mr. 
Sun Fo on a tour to Europe and 
America. In October the same 
year! they returned, .and Mr. Hu 
rose still higher, becoming Pre- 
sident of the Legislative Yuan. 
This post he held unti) 1931, 
when he resigned, and because he 
was the principal: leader opposed 
to the promulgation of the Yueh 
Fa (Provisional Constitution) he 
was detained at Nanking hy Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek. This en- 
forced residence of Mr. Hu was 
the outcome of the breach be- 
tween the South and Nanking. 

SOUTHERN REVOLT 

The southern leaders were 
stern supporters of Mr. Hu. They 
revolted against General Chiang 
and demanded the immediate re- 
lease of Mr. Hu. This led to the 
organising of the Canton Govern- 
ment. After being detained for 
over eight months Mr. Hu obtain- 
ed his release and returned to the 
South, and has not since taken 
pny active part In Chinese politics. 
Up to 1983 Mr. Hu, General 
Chiang Kai-shek and -Mr. Wang 
Ching-wel were considered the 
three principle leaders in China. 

During the’revolution Mr. Hu 
assumed the, post of acting Gener- 
alissimo jn the, absence of the 
late Dr. Stin: Yat-sen. 

Since his, voluntary retirement 
from ‘politics, Mr. Hu has been 
urged, on numerous occasions, to 
return to Nanking to take up an 
fmportant post, but he has refused 
to proceed to Nanking... < -

Friday Sets | Minimum 
For This Winter 


WHEN IT FROZE IN KOWLOON 

Although there seems to bo a 
general impression that yesterday 
was considerably colder than Fri- 
day, the Observatory records show 
that tho reverse was the case, the 
thermometer on Friday registering 
minimum temperature, -at 8 a.m, 
of 44.7 deg. F—the lowest re 
corded this winter—ns agninat a 
minimum of 46.1 deg. at 7 am. 
yesterday. 

The erroncous impression was 
probably created by on additional 
touch of force in the wind, which 
seemed to be blowing direct from 
tho Polar regions. But, cold as it 
was on Friday, {t was still nearly 
two degrees above tho record 
minimum for-1986, which was 
42.9 dog., recorded on February 12. 
Luckily, during these two days of 
somewhat sudden cold, Hong Kong 
has been blessed with clear skies 
and brighf sunshine and it has 
been possible to keep warm by 
brisk walking.

-FANLING’ HUNT 


TWO HARD RUNS. 
LAST WEEK 


: Large Turnout On 

‘Wednesday. - 
» A’ field of between 80 and 90 
attended tho Mcot of the Fanling 
Hounds last Sunday, held at 
Shoung Shut Cross Roads. . The 
meet had been arranged to take 
place on the Patrol Road, but thia 
was‘cancelied owing to the ques- 
tion of crossing ‘the horder Into 
Chineao -territory.

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is not often that ao ‘day can be 

spared for a visit to Mal Po 
and the Deop Bay marshes but 
whenever it can tho time fs never 
wasted. My visit this lnat weok 
coincided with o rising tide and 
with calm, warm weather and 
cloudless skies—the worst possible 
conditions for the presence of 
marsh birda, though the. most 
comfortable for tho bird-watcher. 
In spite of these advorse condi- 
tions our visit was of great in- 
terest. 

Enquiries at Un Long market 
showed that there were still some 
duck in the marshes. One Fal- 
cated Tenl in cellpse plumage was 
for sale, dt hnd been netted on 
the marsh, and this [ purchased 
for Its skin and fer the pot. At 
Mal Po we induced two men to 
take us out along the crecks In a 
boat and from there, in comfort, 
we saw what birds there were to 
be seen. . wBlack-cappod King- 
fishers—the most benutiful birds 
in Hong Kong without exception 
—may always be seen in this dis- 
trict and two of the first birds 
seen .wero of this species; others 
wore scen later in tho day. ‘ho 
Littl Kingfishers and ‘Common 
Sandpipers were so tame, that we 
could approach to within a few 
yards before they flew away. One 
Sandpiper had caught a crab and 
so keen was it on having its lunch 
that it refused to fly far or away 
from our track. A little Jater I 
tried to photograph a Liltle King- 
flaher from the boat and our at- 
tention being fully engaged we 
almost failed to. seo a Green- 
Winged Teal swimming in the 
creck a short distance ahead. 
She flew up with a whirr as of o 
Francolin and ciréled away to an- 
other creck. Later we Baw two 
more, ont of which, a drake, was 
obtained for its skin und to form 
a companion to the Falcated Tcal 
in the pot. 


Eastern Great Egret 

A solitary Sanderling was 
standing forlorn ‘at the water's 
edge; we passed within a few 
yards of the bird but it did: not 
even turn {ts head in our dirce- 
tion. -- Two - or ~ three Enstern 
Great Egrets were seen—large 
birds, conspicuous with their snow- 
white plumage, yellow bill and 
dlack legs—and a single Eastern 
Grey Heron which flew away, ap- 
parently Icisurely, but. the slow 
beat of fta large wings takes the 
bird along at a fast pace. Chinese 
Pied Kingfishers were seen, at 
least three or four, but no White- 
breasted Kingfishers, though one 
was noticed, on our return jour- 
ney, sitting on a wire near Fan- 
ling.

Inge. On tho top of ao stack of 
rice atrnw aonothor bird of prey 
was noticed; it was obviously 
awaiting on opportunity to take a 
duckling or, chicken’ from tho 

Icinity of ‘a thatched mud-brick. 
cottage just across the fish pond 
from where the stack was situated. 
It was not identified from a dis- 
tance but when diaturbed was ro- 
cognised as in female Kestrol. 
Nolther Peregrine Faleon nor: 
Marsh Harrier was sccn, though 
both were poasibles for our lst. 


A New Speeies : 

Our knowledge of the birds ‘of 
the Colony is now fairly extensive: 
but there are still a number .of” 
birds unknown to us, cspocially 
amonst the marsh: birds, Warblers 
and other’ small birds. .Our ngy 
record for'the Colony, and o bird. 
quite unexpected, proved to be an. . 
Eastern Rod-spotted Blue-throat, 
Cyanoasylvia Buccica robusta. 
(Buturlin), of which at least two 
specimens were seen amongst dry 
reeds and grasses at the edge of’ 
a dried-up paddy-field not far from. 
Mali Po village. This. is a speeles. 
commonly Rept as n cage bird and 
which breeds as far north as. 
Siberin and one which we .never 
thought to seo wiki in the Colony: 
Identification was certaln. In the 
field the bird, which is a Robin and’ 
relntod to the Redstarts and to the- 
Magpio' Robin, can bo recognised 
by its‘umall size, uniform earth- 
brown .wpper plumage, a blue band! 
hordered by chestnut across its 
breast (blue throat also in malo), 
and by its very characteristic tail. 
The centre of the tall is brown, 
the outer feathers with terminal 
third dark brown but the rest of 
the tail fs: a bright, chestnut-red' 
which colour .ja very conspicuous: 
when the bird is in flight away 
from the observer. This species 
docs come to Kwangtung in the- 
winter, so there is nothing ex- 
ceptional In secing It in the News 
Territories, 

A Grey-backed Thrush was seen 
at Mat Po Village, no  benutiful’ 
species with bright chestnut- 
orange'on the flanks and under: 
wing-coverts. Later, near tho Lam: 
Taun Valley,'a fomale Blackbird 
was recognised. It appears to be 
a good Winter for migratory’ 
thrushes, several’ species being 
quite numerous and Blackhirds at 
any rate less shy than fn -. most’ 
seasons. It is also a good Win-' 
ter for Daurian Redstarts; cn 
every trip recently Into the’ Ter- 
ritories we have seen at least one- 
bird and they have also been seen:
